Amendments to the Life Imurance Corporation of 
India (Staff) Regulations, 1960. 

The amendments to the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India (Staff) Regulations, 1960 approved by the Cen- 
tral Government on 25th June, 1965 under Section 49 of 
the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956 arc notified 
as under : — 

(1) Both the provisos to Regulation 56(2) be 
deleted. 

(2) The words “in the case of employees other than 
Branch Managers and Assistant Branch Mana- 
gers (Development) and those belonging to 
Class II” appearing in lines one and two of 
Regulation 56(3) be deleted. 

(3) In Schedule II, Part A, the Grade I applicable 
to Class JI (Development Officers) be substituted 
by the following : —

430-EB-25-605. 

(4) In Schedule II, Para (iii) under "Dearness
